v.. Bleetrleal De-vies for signaling; 
at ■ea—riaehea Letters of 

Light. 

Ships that pass in the night w ill aere- 
nfter be enabled to converse with one 
another though separated by miles of 
stormy weather. 

A new signuling device, wliic-i b ex- 
pected to revolutionize night signal- 
ing, has- been devised, which it so sim- 
ple- thut nny child may work it, and so 
plain that he who runs may read. This 
device makes it possible for % person 
iuned on a ship or in a lighthouse 
to throw great letters of light a dia- 
gral miles, and I o w rite out . 
BUgeagM In this way as- (itickly and 
they could be rat tied off on a 
typewriter. The inventor is John 
William Haywood, St. John's. V F. 

The new machine is an adaptation of 
the magic lantern principle. The lan- 
tern is a powerful one, and is supplied 
with a battery of stenciled plates, con- 
taining the letters of the alphabet. 
These plates are connected with a sc- 
ries of levers with a keyboard, much 
line us- In a typewriter. The keys 
larked with the letters and pivot- 
ed in such a way that when one presses 
me of the key* the corre- 
sponding slide is drawn up in front of 
the lens, and the letter is thus thrown 
at vastly enlarged. 
The contrivance is small and com- 
pact and may be readily carried about. 

The exhibition screen of thia signal- 
ng lautern may be a bouse, a funnel, 
i wall or rock, or any pluin stirfuce 
■hloh may be at hand. If there be no 

ettera a screen may be used made of 
cotton or duck or some such suitable 
material. Mr. Haywood has slso ind- 
ented a special dlamond-ahaped screen 
hich can readily be set up and heid 
ight during the exhibition. Best of 
11, the letters may be displayed on 
the clouds, if the night is dark. 

The lantern makes it possible to 
throw a aeries of U tter-, in dazzling 
light so that they- may be seen readily 
lor a distance of several miles. The 
keyboard attachment enables- the 
operator to project these letters so 
quickly that a long signal may be 
pelled out almost as quickly aa it 
could be written on a typewriter. The 
scheme may be used either in the mer- 
hnnt marine or on warships r.r from 
lighthouses. It admits of u cipher be- 
for secret mcswuges, and la 
adaptable to nny language. 

The device has already been tried 
w ith gratifying success on the warship 
San Praneteeo, nnd it Is expected wo on 
: be placed on the Kaiaer Wilhelmder 
rosse.
